RHINOCEROS PUT TO SLEEP 
WITH TWO AND ONE-FOURTH 
POUNDS OF ANESTHETIC 


Big Zoo Specimen Is Operated 
Upon by Fifteen Surgeons to 


Remove Cataracts. 

NEW YORK, May 2.—Fifteen New 
York veterinarians have discovered that 
the dose of anesthetics required to put 
a rhinoceros to sleep is a pound and 
three-quarters of chloroform and half 
a pound of ether. This accegsion to 
veterinary science was made during an 
eperation to remove cataracts in the 
eyer of Mogul the Indian rhinoceros 
in the Bronx Zoo. ,Mogul, ‘after suc- 
cumbing to more than half a gallon of 
anesthetic, remained under its influence 
for an hour, and at the end of that 
time bean to crunch hay as though 
nothing had happened. 

Through a blow on the head in his 
native jungle, Mogul nearly lost the 
sight of both eyes, an@ the operatioa 
Was agreed upon after careful exami- 
nation. . 
The big problem was to tell how much 
anesthetic it was safe to give. The hide 
of the pachyderm was so thick that 
no pulse was obtainable, and the stetli- 
oscope was useless. 

By means of a aerrick and harness 
Mogul was thrown. A ball of cotton 
batting stuffed in a cone of brown pa- 
per was used to administer the anes- 
thetic.. Before the rhinoceros was put 
to sleep the fumes nearfy overcame the’ 
doctors and keepers. 

The operation consumed half an hour. 
It. will take a month to tell if it is suc- 
cessful.

Francis is to run as a compromise can- 
didate for United States Senator from 
Missouri. 

Several ventured the prediction that 
Gov. Francis would be the Democratic 
nominee for President. They pointed 
out that in the event of Bryan failing 
to land this prize, both the_conservative 
and radical wings of the party would 
be willing to unite on Francis, who 
made his peace with the Bryan men at 
Jefferson City two years ago. 

All St. Louis society and many per- 
sons conspicuous in city politics were at 
the garden party. The line of automo- 
biles on both sides of Euclid avenue out- 
side the high wall surrounding the Fran- 
cis home stretched for two blocks. Out- 
side the massive iron gateway a crowd 
gathered to watch the stream of fashion 
pouring in and out.

Politicians Give Their Views. 

Harry B. Hawes, leader of the Jef- 
ferson Club organization, says Gov.

Francis is not a candidate nor would 
he consent to the use of his name in 
this connection,” added Mr. Hawes. 

“‘He has been discussed also as a run- 
ning mate for William J. Bryan, but if 
a movement in that direction were 
started I believe he would refuse to al- 
low his name to go before the conven- 
tion.”’ 

Senator Tom Kinney declared: ‘‘Fran- 
cis is all right,’’ although he believes he 
would be opposed by a strong faction of 
the St. Louis Democracy. 

“I veted for Francis in the State Con- 
vention,” said the Senator, “for dele- 
gate-at-large, on account of his work as 
World’s Fair executive.

WITH TUBERCULOSIS GERMS 
IN INTEREST OF SCIENCE 


Subject Is. Willing and Physician 
Hopés to Cure Him in 
15 Days. 


NEW YORK, May 29.—Frank Merritt 
of this city, who recently lost his wife 
and son through consumption, has will- 
ingly been inoculated witb germs of that 
disease by a physician, who thinks he 
can cure him in 15 days and add great- 
ly to the ‘cause of science. ' 

Dr. C.-C. Carroll, who is making the 
experiment, has announced that he in- 
oculated Merritt with  tuberoulosis 
germs with a deliberate purpose to give 
him the disease, then cure him. Mer- 
ritt was in good health when inoculated. 

He was present when the physician 
made the announcement. and said that 
he was willing to risk his life in ordet 
to demonstrate that the disease is cur- 
able. 

He received the germs ae. inhalation 
and’ injection. 

The symptoms of the disease soon ap- 
peared. The lower part of both lungs 
are badly congested. Dr. Carroll says, 
though, the upper parts are still free 
and he will not allow the malady to go 
farther. The means he is employing in 
his cure Dr. Carroll would not state. 

When teld of the experiment, Dr. Dar- 
lington, president of the Board of 
Health, declined to discuss the matter 
from an ethical standpoint, but said it 
was a matter of which the Health Board 
could take no official cognizance, as 
it did not menace the health ef thé ¢com- 
munity. 

That there is no penalty for a physi- 
cian inoculating a patient with a dis- 
ease, provided the patient its willing, 
was stated by Almuth C. Vandiver, 
counsel for the County Medical Society.

Harry S._ Sanderson, Supervisor of 
City Lighting, in his annual report to 
the Board of Public Improvements Fri- 
day, says that 30 per cent of the 889 gas 
meters tested'by his department during 
1907-8 for the gas consumers of the city 
were found inaccurate and registering 


|more gas than was consumed. The city 


received $117 from consumers whose 
meters were found to be correct. 

If meters are found to be correct, the 
consumers pay. the fee, if inaccurate 
the cost falls on the city. The Laclede 
Gas Light Co. pays nothing. 

The city inspected 41,196 gas meters 
for the company during the period cov- 
ered by the report, before installation. 


Last: year, according to the report, 
there was 903.28 miles of street in St. 
Louis, of which 678.68 were lighted; 529 
miles by mantle gas tamps and 90.36 by 
electricity. The city has 347.02 miles of 
alleys, of which 44.45 miles are lighted 
by electricity. 

The city had in use last year 15,720 
mantle lamps, 775 incandescent lamps in 
alleys and 1192 arc lamps in the streets. 

The total cost of lighting the city for 
the year was $644,885, for alleys, parks, 
public buildings and _ public 
places: Of this $143,145.54 was pair for 
electricity and $601,739.68 for gas.

Francis Declares World’s Fair 
Portion, Though Unpo- 
liced, Is Open. 





In response to a telegram from the 
Post-Dispatch asking an explanation 
from Park Commissioner Philip C. Scan- 
lan of the Park Department's refusal to 
issue permits for picnics in Forest Park, 
the Commissioner Friday directed John 
L. Duffy, engineer of the Park Depart- 
ment, to make the explanation. Mr. 
Scanian is now in Washington on his 
bridal journey. He will return in about 
a week. 

News dispatches from Washington 
quote Mr. Scanlan as saying in an in- 
terview there that large picnics in For- 
est Park would be dangerous, as many 
children would stray into the World's 
Fair grounds, where ‘‘automobiling -is 
heavy.’ This would cause accidents, he 
said, for which the department ‘would 
not wish to be responsible. 

Mr. Duffy said: ‘‘There are no restric- 
tions in operation now against families 
or small parties picnicking in Forest 
Park. 

“““t is not the purpose of the Park De- 
partment to prevent such picnics or to 
make any new restrictions affecting 
them. ia 3 

Twenty-Five the Limit. 

' “Any family or any assemblage of 
small families, or any party of persona, 
say up to about 25, may go to Forest 
Park and enjoy perfect freedom, unre- 
strained, in any part of the park they 
select, except portions conspicuously set 
aside for other purposes—like the flower 
beds or animal inclosures. 

“As for permits in Forest Park, none 
has been issued since before the 
World's Fair, for the reason that the 
taking away of the World’s Fair area 
reduced the limits of the park and cut 
off nearly all the picnic grounds. Then 
the tremendous traffic the fair brought 
to the park left no room for picnics. 

“It is the purpose of the Park De- 
partment not to re-establish the system 
of issuing permits for picnics in Forest 
Park until such time as the city re- 
covers the control of the World’s Fair 
site. It is anticipated that the city will 
receive back this property from the 
World’s Fair corporation in the very 
near future, but I can’t say exactly 
when. 

Fair Site Is. Open. 

“Gov. Francis has notified the Park 
Department, I might add, that all the 
wooded section comprising the south 
side of the World’s Wair grounds is 
now open to the public. The public may 
go there and occupy the ground that 
was formerly devoted to .picnic pur- 
poses. But the Park Department has 


ji no authority to issue such a permit, for 


the reason that the city has not formal- 
ly accepted the property.” 

Mr. Duffy was asked if a permit for 
a picnic there could be obtained from 


Gov. Francis or the World’s Fair cor- 
poration. 
‘I don’t know,” he replied. I could 


not tell about that.” 

In regard to school picnics, Mr. Duffy 
said: 

Can’t Have Big Crowd. 

“We cannot issue a permit within the 
present limits of the park for any large 
assemblage, whether the assemblage be 
organized by a school, church or other 
institution. 

Concerning the question now being 
generally asked as to why the St. 
Louis Amateur Athletic Association is 


permitted to occupy 75 acres of the 
park property nearest the city contin- 
uously and exclusively, while school 
pienic gatherings and the public will 
not be rmitted to occupy a small

This year 
it is 2.85 cents, as compared with the Abend-An- 
zeiger’s 7 cents. This year’s bid of 7 cents will’ 
add $4000 to the cost of the German printing over 
the cost of last year. The excess of tue cost of 
printing in German over i“¢ cost of printing in 
English ranges from 6000 to $7000. 

The Council cannot in justice to the taxpayers 
accept such a gross inequality in the cost of city 
printing in German and English; nor can it ig- 
nore the fact that bids on German printing are 
controlled by a combine of newspapers which is 
trying to take from the city all the profit that it 
can force out 6f the treasury. 
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An ounce of fact is worth a pound of theory. 
The consumers of light and power have the theory 
in the shape of diagrams and cunning little 
curves.

NEW YORK, May 29.—Colin, the 
greatest racehorse ever foaled in 
America, and victor in 18 consecutive 
races, has broken down and will never 
race again. After a trial at the Sheeps- 
head Bay track yesterday; in which he 


showed sensational speed, he ruptured 
the tendons in his forelegs s0 badly that 
he is now a hopeless cripple. 

James R. eene, the owner of the 
horse, was so affected by the unexpect- 
ed news of "Colin's breakdown that he 
could scarcely find words to express his 
sorrow. He retired to his rooms early 
last evenin and declined to attend 
a dinner and entertainment to which he 
had been invited. 

The collapse of Colin was totally un- 
expected. The horse came out of his 
stall as frolicsome as a lamb. It was 
this exuberance of spirits that brought 
about his undoin When sent for a 
trial he was so full of life that his negro 
rider, Marshall, a stout lad who weighs 
130 ounds, said: ‘I can’t do anyth ng 
pole Colin this morning. He’s just full 

re.’ 

Colin was attended by his stabl«emate 
Transvaal. James Rowe, his tainer, 
was anxiots to give Colin a workout of 
a mile and a half in about 2:40 in 

reparation for the colt’s race for the 

elmont Stakes tomorrow. He noticed 
Colin’s desire to race, and he forbade 
Marshall to set a fast pace. In spite of 
Marshall's efforts to hold him in, Colin 
started off like a whirlwind.
